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ADMINISTRATIVE REFORMS 
DEPARTMENT 


The Administrative Reforms Department deals with : 

1) Matters of eradication of corruption 

2) Matters of Vigilance Organization 

3) Disciplinary cases of gazetted officers 

4) Disciplinary proceedings of gazetted 

employees 

5) Supervision of the Inquiring Authority (Addl. 

Commissioner for Departmental Inquiries) and 
enquiries into the disciplinary cases of 

non-gazetted employees. 

6) Vigilance clearance of employees, due for 

promotion, confirmation, retirement etc. 

7) Matters of discipline and service conduct rules. 

S.P. (Vigilance) conducts enquiries of government 
and public sector undertaking's employees. 

During the year, 24 complaints were forwarded to the 
Vigilance Organisation for enquiry. 115 complaints 
were pending of previous years. Final enquiry reports 
were submitted in 69 cases and 70 cases remained 
pending by March, 1992. 

The 'Additional Commissioner for Departmental 
Inquiries' received 87 cases for enquiry into the charges 
framed. 71 cases were pending end of previous years. 
Of these 158 cases, 59 cases were disposed of leaving 
balance of 99 cases by March, 1992. 
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AGRICULTURE 


The annual rainfall was 3399.1 mm. against nor- 
mal 2196.4 mm. every year. Heavy rain at the time of 
sowing of autumn paddy, caused less coverage result- 
ing in less production. 

PRODUCTION OF MAJOR CROPS: 

1. Rice : Out of 2.73 lakhs hectares, of gross 
cropped area under food grains, rice occu- 
pied 2.57 lakhs hectares (94%) whereas in 
terms of production rice contributed 97% to 
the total production. The production of rice 
was 4.75 lakh tonnes as against target of 5.35 
lakh tonnes. However, the productivity of rice 
went upto of 1846 kg/ha. against 1828 kg/ha 
achieved during the previous year. 

2. Wheat : Production of wheat, during the year, 
was 4.70 thousand tonnes as against target 
of 7.50 thousand tonnes 

3. Maize: The production of maize was 1.24 
thousand tonnes against target of 3.00 
thousand tonnes. 

4. Pulses: Production of pulses was 6.90 
thousand tonnes against the target of 7.50 
thousand tonnes. 

OTHER CROPS PRODUCTION: 

a) Oilseeds: The area of the production of 
oilseeds 14.53 thousand hectares and 10.38 
thousand tonnes respectively. 


b) Jute & Mesta: The total production of jute & 
mesta was 51 .00 thousand tonnes. 



USE OF PRODUCTION AGRIL. INPUTS: 


FERTILIZERS : Consumption of inorganic chemical fertilizers, in 
terms of nutrients, was 10,492 m.t. The per hectare fertiliser consumption 
went upto 30.70 kg. against 28.00 kg of earlier year. 

SEEDS: The department procured certified/improved seeds from the 
"Registered Growers" and as well as from recognised sources form outside. 
About 2.54 thousand m.t of quality/improved seeds were distributed to the 
farmers; through the 356 VLW stores. 

PLAN PROTECTION CHEMICALS : An area of 1.11 lakh hectares 
was covered by plant protection measures using 111.00 k.i/m.t of plan 
protection chemicals. 

COVERAGE UNDER H.Y.V. : The area covered under h.y.v paddy 
was 2.02 lakh hectares against 2.07 lakh hectares in the previous year 
representing 79% coverage of h.y.v area to total rice area. The area under 
wheat of 2500 hec. and 2000 hec. under maize was covered h.y.v. seeds. 

SOIL TESTING: Total 6080 soil samples, collected from the farmer’s 
field, were tested at the soil testing laboratory. . 

EXTENSION SUPPORT : To diffuse technology to the field and to 
receive feed back, many training programmes for farmers were conducted. 
These include training on plant protection, upland agriculture, soil and 
water-management in irrigated command areas, maintenance/operation 
pumps and power-tillers etc. 

AGRICULTURAL ENGINEERING : The Department has 80 
power-tiller hiring centres in the state. To popularise mechanised farming, 
there is a programme for distribution of power-tillers, implements & 
machineries, on subsidy, to farmers particularly small and marginal farm- 
ers. About 180 power tillers, 152 h.c. sprayers, 93 pump-sets, 210 small 
agri. implements were distributed. 

AGRICULTURAL MARKETING & STORAGE: Many markets 
were developed by constructing selling halls, selling stalls and by improving 
market yards etc. 395 'push' carts were distributed. 



FINANCIAL ACHIEVEMENT : A sum of Rs. 1474.43 lakhs was 
spent as including centrally sponsored schemes. The details are given

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE (HORTI) 

The department after, procuring coconut varieties from outside the state 
for years is in a position to produce seed coconut of such selected varieties 
within the state itself. During 1991-92, 68000 quality coconut seeds were 
procured from local growers for raising seedlings. Demonstration of veg- 
etable cultivation, was taken up involving an area of 2000 hect. for S.T. 
people and 400 hect, for S.C. people. Potato cultivation in river-bed (char- 
land), a new technology, was demonstrated in all agri-sub divisions. There 
were failures due to rise in level of river water, due to untimely rain, but 
in some cases yeild as high as 50m. t. per hect. were obtained in pockets 
of Jirania, Amarpur, Teliamura, whereas the normal average yield of potato 
in Tripura is 18 m.t. per hect. Cultivation of vegetable pea was encouraged 
by distribution of 30mt if vetgetable pea seed,. 39.5 mt of different vegetable 
seeds, were distributed to beneficiaries. Hybrid tomato, brinjal, cabbage, 
wagermelon, were introduced in the state. 
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TRAINING : During 1991-92, 720 farmers were trained in govt, or- 
chards of Tripura. Training on potato cultivation from True Potato Seeds 
(TPS) was imparted to 450 cultivators in Horticulture Research complex 
at Nagicherra. Training on mushroom cultivation was given conducted, 150 
farmers were trained. Horitculture Research Complex, at Nagicherra 
conducted adoptive trail with 53 varieties of cashewnut, 31 varieties of 
coconut, 10 varieties of arecanut and red oil palm. These trials showed 
5 varieties of arecanut and red palm exhibited encouraging performance. 
Trials on species like black pepper, turmeric and ginger and cinnamon 
were also undertaken. Black pepper yeild was recorded at 442 kg. (dry 
weight) per hect. which was encouraging. Local turmeric was found to yeild 
16.54 m.t. per hecter. Out of 7 varieties of ginger, Bardhaman variety gave 
highest yield of 9.40 m.t. 

The technology of True Potato Seed'(TPS) was standardised at 
Nagicherra. Only 100 grams of TPS is required to sow 1 hect. of potato. 
40 kg of TPS was produced against targets of 30 kg . Rs. 4.00 lakhs was 
earned. 200 mt of genetically pure seed tubers was produced and distrib- 
uted from the parent materials of Nagicherra. 

EXTENSION : 46 -hect was brought under plantation of horticultural 
crops by way of distribution of 15 lakhs of quality planting materials 

PROCESSING & MARKETING : Processing of fruits and vegetables, 
only alternative in preserving marketable surplus, was attemped at 
Agartala and Kumarghat. Achievement of these centres are reflected

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EXPENDITURE & RECEIPT : Expenditure on horticulture develop- 
ment was Rs. 499.409 lakhs against revised budget allocation of Rs. 525.00 
lakhs. Total revenue earned was Rs. 73.18 lakhs. 

CONSERVATION : Soil conservation works are taken up on sub- 
watershed/micro watershed basis. Under these, an area of 18.350 hect. was 
developed brought under cultivation by adopting different soil conservation 
measures and agro-technique upto the year 1989-90. During 1990-91 , about 
4,300 hect. of agricultural land developed was brought under cultivation and 
an area of about 4500 hect. developed.

PIGGERY DEVELOPMENT 

The farm at Gandhigram continued to maintain exotic pigs of Large White 
Yorkshire, Large black Hempshire and Landrace Breed. Three piggery units 
functioned, one each at Nabincherra, Mendhihour and Amarpur. A 'Regional 
Pig Breeding' farm was established at Nalkata in 1991-92. Now it is run 
under state plan. Pig farm contiued to function at Birchandramanu. Neces- 
sary breeding stock to boost pig production in the field, was supplied from 
these farms. The breeding stock was also supplied for programmes of 
D.R.D.A etc. During 1991-92 the achievements of pig farms are (enclosed 
in annexure A) 

VETERINARY SERVICES AND ANIMAL HEALTH 


Nine veterinary hospitals, forty four veterinary dispensaries and two 
hundred sixteen veterinary first aid centres continued to function in the state, 
to provide adequate facilities for treatment and vaccination of animals. 
Medicines were supplied free of cost. 5,40,697 animals were treated 
2,53,216, animals were vaccinated and 10,350 bulls and kids were 
castreated by veterinary institutions.

Organised dairying is in operation since 1961. The activity include 
organisation of village level diary cooperatives, collection, processing and 
marketing of milk. Government assisted the village level societies and the 
apex-union, by providing managerial subsidy, transport and cattle feed 
subsidy to producers against supply of milk to dairy. 

Under Dairy Development, one 2 mt per hour capacity, feed mixing 
plant was purchased and installation work started during the year. 

200 farmers were identified for financial assistance to purchase milch 
animal. Besides supplying 6,000 Itrs. per day to urban consumers, hospita's 
and army, the Milk Union provided 700 mt milch ration against supply of 
milk at subsidised rate.

Directorate of Higher Education 


The 'Directorate of Higher Education administers : 

1. College and University educations. 

2. Technical education through institutions of 
'Polytechnic Institute', 'Engineering College', 
'Institute of Professional Studies' etc. 

3. Art and culture through public libraries, mu- 
seum, music college etc. 

4. Sports/youth programme through NCC, NSS, 
physical education, sports under 'Tripura Col- 
leges Sports Board'. 

GENERAL EDUCATION 

Providing higher education facilities in general 
education, at the college level was important activity of 
the department. 14 degree colleges functioned during 
1991-92 with total enrolment being 9,174 of which 6,291 
were boys and 2,883 were girls. During the year 987 
students of scheduled caste community availed of 
general education at degree level. Of them 738 were 
boys and 249 were girls. The enrolment ofscheduled 
tribe students in the colleges was 314, of which 255 
were boys and 59 were gilrs. During 1991-92, 452 full 
time college teachers imparted teaching in the degree 
colleges, of whom 352 Men and Women 100. The 
shortage in teaching staff was met by utilising 34 part- 
time college teachers. 
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1.2 The 'Directorate of Higher Education' extended 10 (ten) types of sti- 
pend/scholarships to students. Of these, one was meant for profes- 
sional studies outside the state. The expenditure on stipend, stood at 
Rs. 1,09,99,637/- (Rs. 20,19,558/- for scheduled castes and Rs. 
10,09,495/- for scheduled tribes students.) 

The Tripura University set up on October 2, 1987, under the 
Tripura University Act, 1987 continued to function with 10 (ten) depart- 
ments (4 science, 5 arts and 1 commerce). The enrolment was 586 
during the year. Of these 586 students, 375 were boys and 211 were 
girls. The scheduled caste students, in post-graduate education was 

46 (27 boys and 19 girls). The enrolment of scheduled tribe students 
was only 11 (8 boys and 3 girls). There were 53 full time university 
teachers (48 men and 5 women). The university also utilised services 
of 59 part-time teachers. 

1.4 The 'Directorate of Higher Education' maintains, one hostel, named as 
Nazrul Chhatrabash, at Agartala. This facility is utilised by muslim 
students. It as capacity to accommodate of 86 students. 

2. TECHNICAL EDUCATION 

2.1 Two teachnical institutions, one offering diploma course in engineering 
and the other degree course in engineering, continued to function 
during the year. The enrolment int the 'Polytechnic Institute' was 165 
boys only). Out of 165, S.T. students were 46 and S.C. were 21. The 
enrolment int the 'Tripura Engineering College' was 472, (425 boys and

2.2. Tripura 'Goverment College of Art & Craft' was established in ''976. The 
college offers 5 year diploma in applied art, sculpture & painting and 
a year certificate course in decorative art & craft. The college is affiliated 
to the Tripura University since 1989-90. 



2.3. The 'Agartala Chapter of Cost & Works Accountants of India' opened 
oral coaching centre in 1986 to extend courses in cost accountancy 
The 'Directorate' provides grant-in-aid to coaching centre. The perfor- 
mance of students was comparable to all India. 

2.4. The 'Directorate' constituted the 'Tripura Board of Joint Entrance Ex- 
amination' to conduct examinations to select candidates fur studies in 
professional courses like MBBS & B.D.S., B. Pharma. B E/B Tech. 
B.Sc. (Agri) B.V. earmarked for Tripura including 'Tripura Engineering 
College', It conducted the joint entrance examination in 1991-92 also 
It arranged for placement of candidates to courses as per the merit list 

2.5. The 'Directorate' maintained the 'Government Law College' at Agartala. 
The college offers 3-years L.L.B. course, affiliated to Tripura Umveisity. 
The enrolment, in 'Govt. Law College' was 67 during the year, 50 boys 
and 17 girls. 

2.6. The 'Govt. College of Education', established in 1964, continued to 
function during the year. This college imparts training to teachers of 
high/higher secondary schools. Trainees who received training were 
196 (male - 125, female - 71, of which UR- male -56. female - 55 -ill 
SC - male 26, female 2=28 and ST male - 43. female - 14=57) 


3. ART & CULTURE 

3.1. To provide library services is an important responsibility of the 'Direc- 
torate of Higher Education', which runs central library, district libraries 
at Agartala, district, sub-division and block hqs. During 1991-92, 23 
public libraries, including the Birchandra State Central Library and 
Gandhighat Children Library continued to function. The total book 
position in these libraries, was 3,87,112 

3.2. The 'Government Music College', at Agartala, offers both degree and 
diploma course in music, it enrolled 487 students during 1991-92 (163 
boys and 324 girls). The break up is S.C.- boys 18, and girls - 25, S.T 
- boys 17 and girls - 22 and U.R. - boys 128 and girls 277. 

3.3. The department contined to run the govt, museum at Agartala. Projects 
were taken up for reorganization of different galleries particularly bornze

3.4. Under archaeology, the 'Directorate of Higher Education' established 
a registration cell, which registered 680 objects, during the year. To 
preserve the heritage of Tripura, the establishment of an archaeological 
unit, was under consideration.

4.1 The 'Regional College of Physical Education' at Panisagar continued 
to function. The total enrolment was 42. The break of which is male

Horizontal Expansion of Production Potential:- 

Under this programme. 411.70 hectares of water 
areas was created by (1) constructing mini barrages 
(281 .11 ha) (ii) through credit linked programme of f.f.d.s 
(107.49) and constructing new tanks for rural poor, 
(23.10 ha). Thus comulative water areas under fish 
culture reached 21,390.43 hectares. 



Vertical increase in fish production:- 
The programme undertaken were: 

(i) Educating the Farmers: 

Under this programme 5298 of group meetings at panchayat level, 
262 at block level were organised besides taking up 286 demonstra- 
tions on composite fish culture, integrated fish farming & air breathing 
fish culture; and fish culture in paddy fields etc. covering an water 
area of 37.50 hectares. 

(ii) Supply of inputs: 

Fishery inputs comprising lime, mustard oil cake, inorganic fertilisers 
etc were distributed among the poor tribal fish cultivators, free of 
cost. Water area of 406.89 hectares was brought under fish produc- 
tion. 

(iii) Production of fish seed in remote areas: 

11.84 hec. of nursery/rearing tanks were excavated, in the land of 
private cultivators, located in remote areas at 50% - 100% grant. 

(iv) Paddy cum fish culture:- 

37.50 hectares of paddy was brought under this programme. 

(v) Demonstration on composite fish culfure/lntegrated farm- 
ing with duckery & piggery and air breathing fish culture: 

Demonstration on composite fish culture, integrated fish farming and 
air-breathing .fish culture by adopting the latest technique was un- 
dertaken in 286 private owned fishery tanks. 

(vi) Free supply of minikits:- 

Under social fisheries programme, 25.34 minikits comprising finger- 
lings, fertilisers were supplied. 

(vii) Insurance coverage:- 

6582 fishermen were brought under this insurance scheme, for 
accidental benefit for fishermen. 

(viii) Fish stock insurance:- 

140 fish farmers were covered by this scheme at 50% subsidy on 
premium. 



FOOD & CIVIL SUPPLIES 


The stock of sugar, salt, petroleum, food grains. & 
other commodities like pulses and edible oil, kerosene 
oil are received through agencies against allotment 
made by the Govt, of India.

The average annual increase was 5.98 percent and at that rate the cattle 
population in Tripura in 1991 could be estimated as 16 lakhs. Taking 1.5 
tonnes as the average consumption of fodder per animal per year, the total 
demand/consumption of fodder in Tripura during 1991-92 was of the order 
of 24 lakhs m.t. A considerable portion of that requirement was obviously 
obtained from govt, forests. 

FUEL WOOD 

The total removal of fuel wood from govt, forests, during 1991-92, was 
estimated as 9.62 lakhs m.t. and as against that the recorded removal from 
government forests was only 0.19 lakh m.t. Majority of the rural population 
depended on wood for their domestic energy requirement. According to the 
policy adopted by the state Government, persons whose livelihood de- 
pended on salvaging dry firewood from forests would be identified and 
issued tokens by gaon pradhans. In practice, however, neither such tokens 
had been issued , nor markets identified and rural people continued to collect 
dry firewood from forests and sell them in any rural market of their choice. 
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It was possible only to exercise some check and control on the fuelwood 
that were taken from the forests to urban/distant areas by trucks or other 
transports. 

BAMBOO: 

Permits were issued in the rural areas for meeting the domestic require- 
ments of the people and also for trade. Bonafide jhumias were not prevented 
from jhuming in protected forests according to rules framed in 1952. Later 
the State Govt, took a decision not to intiate legal action against local tribals 
who practised jhum inside reserved forests till they were permanently settled 
under the resettlement programmes of the govt. According to the 1987 
Bench Mark Survey conducted by the Tribal Welfare Department 55,049 
households with a population of 2,88,390 had been practising jhum The 
estimate was that about 35,000 ha to 40,000 ha were clear felled annually 
for jhum and sizeable part of such land supported bamboo forests. A huge 
number of bamboo forests was therefore destroyed systematically and there 
was no reliable documentation for such destruction of bamboos. According 
to a conservative estimate the unrecorded removal of bamboo from govt, 
forests excluding the bamboos damaged during jhum", was of the order of 
51,000 MT valued at more than Rs. 5(five) crores. 

TIMBER: 

The old system of issue of free permits to rural families entirely surrounded 
by reserved forests was discontinued and no such permits were issued 

FOREST CHECK POST/DROP GATES: 

There were 18 forest check posts/drop gates on the national highway 
.state highways and other roads in the state. 

ENCROACHMENT INTO FOREST AREAS: 

Because of the long border line with Bangladesh, the exceptional high 
rate of growth of population as indicated in para 5.1 encroachment of forest 
land has been a serious problem. An assessment made in 1991 recorded 
27,005 families as encroachers in govt, forest land involving an area of 
8,620.41 hectares.

25(sec) survey education and treatment centres are functioning in West 
District. The other 2 districts are divided into 25 sections each and para- 
medical workers are posted in each sector under the control of the leprosy 
control unit. Leprosy clinics are functioning in G.B. and Khowai hospital in 
West District and in Rajiv Gandhi Memorial Hospital at Kailashahar in North 
District. One referral clinic is also functioning in Agartala to treat reaction 
and resident cases. One-reconstructive survey unit is functioning in the G.B 
hospital. 

208 new leprosy cases were detected after examination. Out of 479 
patients, 350 have been cured. A short film on leprosy was exhibited in 
cinema halls. 

National T.B control Programme:- There are three Tuberculosis 
Treatment Centres,' one in each district which were functioning and one 50 
beded T.B. ward in G.B hospital, and 18 peripheral treatment centres at- 
tached to health institutions in West Tripura, 8 in South Tripura and 13 in 
North Tripura were functioning. 387 new patients and 19326 old patients 
were treated. 3,36,704 persons attended the district T.B. centre in West 
District. 5558 persons were x-rayed and sputum of 4273 patients were 
examined. On examination of sputum in 137 cases was positive. and in 1059 
negative results were found. 134 cases of extra pulmonary have been 
detected. In North district, 23 611 persons attended the DTC, Kailashahar, 
972 persons were X-rayed and 246 cases of sputum were examined. Out 
of this, 21 positive were found and 145 negative cases and 9 extra pulmo- 
nary cases were found.

1544 persons were x-rayed and 629 cases of snutum were exam- 
ined. 39 positive cases and 182 negative cases and 10 extra pulmonary 
cases were found.

The Govt, spent an amount of Rs. 28.36 lakhs as rebate on sale of 
handloom cloth. 4 (four) million sq. metres of janata cloth was produced 
against which subsidy of Rs. 65.17 lakhs was given.

spent for production at different HPCS. Handloom cloth measuring 31.120 
| metres was produced in different centres valued at Rs. 5.32 lakhs. Rs. 1 2.00 
>akhs was spent for implementation of the scheme 'Production and Distri- 

ition of Tribal Pachra. 3500 tribal weavers were benefitted and 60,000 
pieces of pachras were produced. 

Rs. 25.40 lakhs was spent as state share for implementation of the 'Market 
Development Assistance Scheme'. Rs. 17.40 lakhs was spent as the central 
share (back log) to promote the marketing activities of handloom & handi- 
crafts products. Till 1991-92, 2490 of artisans were provided with tools and 
implements as grant. Rs. 21.50 lakhs was spent. THHDC sold handicrafts 
products of Rs. 46.00 lakhs. Rebate Rs. 4.00 lakhs was paid to the THHDC 
Ltd. Artisans participated in the handicrafts workshop, at Indranagar, 
Agartala and helped in evolving new desings. 

Till the end of 1991-92, 3312 acres of land was brought under mulberry 
cultivation. About 6384 villagers were involved in sericulture industry in the 
state. Two reeling units, one at Bishramganj and other at Badharghat are 
in operation for utilising Cocoons. The production of mulberry cocoons, was 
45156 kgs. Sericulture Training Institute at Santirbazar trained 150 villagers.

Only that Muhuri char, in Belonia sec- 
tor, is in reportedly our adverse possession. This 
issue was discussed between both the countries 
and status-quo is being maintained in this sector. 

3. Political Department also looks after publication of 
annual administration report, issues of political 
sufferes, matters relating to Foreigners Act, nominal 
rolls of missionaries, purchase of property of foreign- 
ers, death of high dignitaries, national anthem, 
national integration, national security rules, security, 
rulers and their properties, intelligence reports on 
political activites. 


MATTERS RELATING TO 
PASSPORT AND VISA 

As per govt, of India's delegation of powers, the state government is issuing 
India-Bangladesh passports. On an average, 3,000 passport are issued 
annually, the renewal cases figure is being similar. 

WELFARE OF FREEDOM FIGHTERS 

During the year, 6 (six) freedom fighters were granted political pension by 
the government of India under the Swatantrata Sainik Samman Pernsion 
Scheme. 
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THE CHIEF ENGINEER (ELEC) 


The 'Department of Power' has two chief engineers 
(electrical) and chief engineer (power project) under ad- 
ministrative control of secretary (power). The 'Chief 
•Engineer (Electrical)' is responsible for rural electrifica- 
tion works, transmission & distribution for power, supply 
system including maintenance, all offices and adminis- 
trative works. 

The 'Chief Engineer (Power Project)' is responsible 
for generation projects, including construction, installa- 
tion etc. and maintenance. Such projects are (a) Rokhia 
Gas Thermal Project, (b) Baramura Gas Thermal 
Project, (c) Gumti Hydro Electric Project including Reno- 
vation and Uprating Scheme, (d) Mahrani Micro Hydel 
Project. 

There were 15 (fifteen) electrical divisions, 5 (five) 
divisions permanent and 10 (ten) divisions temporary. 
Those divisions inturn consist of 54 sub-divisions. Each 
division then was headed by an executive engineer 
(electrical) and sub-division by assistant engineer (elec- 
trical). In West District, there were 8 (eight) divisions and 
27 (twenty seven) sub-divisions, in South District 4 (four) 
divisions and 15 (fifteen) sub-divisions, in North District 
3 (three) divisions, and 12(tweleve) sub-divisions. 

ACHIEVEMENT 

During 1991-92 there was sighnificant addition in 
generation capacity as 2nd unit of Rokhia Gas Thermal 
Project of 8 MW, achieved commercial operation. Thus 
by 1991-92, plant wise installed capacity stood as : 

1) Rokhia Gas Thermal Project 2 Unit X 8 MW 
= 16 MW 
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2) Baramura Gash Thermal Project 1 X 6.5 + 2 X 2MW = 16.5 MW 

3) Gumti Hydro Project 3X5 MW =15 MW 

4) Maharani (Micro-Hydel) 2 X 500 KW =100 KW 

= 48.5 MW 

Thus a major step was taken to cover the power deficit to an extent.

Moreover, due to long distance of transmission line, faults, 
the import of power was also disturbed frequently. This aggravated power 
availability. Load shedding could not be avoided.

PRISONS DIRECTORATE 


Prisoners in the jail of Tripura were 7,484 during 
1991-92. The convicts were 104 as on 31-3-92 and 416 
persons were convicted. Conviction done by different 
courts was 1,085. 5617 u.t prisoners were admitted in 
the Jails. 

During the year Rs. 13,400.00 was spent on pro- 
tection, diet etc. of the prisoners. The per capita average

The total loan 
advance to the members by the LAMPS during the year 
was Rs. 1 ,75,42,000 /- and the business turnover, was 
Rs. 5,50,00,000/-.

The co-operative credit structure, at the apex level was headed by the 
Tripura State-Cooperative Bank Ltd. The bank had 29 branches. The bank 
increased its credit flow. It issued ST loans of Rs. 174.15 lakhs and MT loans 
of Rs. 1325.76 lakhs. It issued cash credit of Rs. 1730.61 lakhs. The deposits 
increased from Rs. 21.34 lakhs (as on 30.6.1991) to Rs. 2731 lakhs (as on 
30.6.1992). The govt, provided bank with managerial subsidy of Rs. 10 lakhs. 

TRIPURA COOPERATIVE LAND DEVELOPMENT BANK 

The 'Tripura Cooperative Land Development Bank' issued long term 
loan for productive purposes to the cultivator members. Long term loan of 
Rs. 96.38 lakhs was advanced. Of this Rs. 18.23 lakhs and 26.37 lakhs were 
advanced to sch. caste and sch. tribes members respectively. The member- 
ship of the bank stood at 9256 as on 30.6.92. The paid up share capital of 
the society stood at Rs. 55.59 lakhs, as on 30.6.1992. With concurrence 
of the Reserve Bank of India, the bank floated debentures woith of Rs. 73.79 
lakhs, during the year 1991-92. 

MARKETING SOCIETIES: 

The Tripura Apex Marketing Cooperative Society' is the apex organisation. 
There are 14 primary marketing cooperative societies who play important role 
in marketing of agricultural produce like jute, mesta and minor forest produce 
like arjun flower. The LAMPS, PACS and the primary marketing coop, so- 
cieties act as the sub-agents of 'Tripura Apex Marketing Coop' Societies. The 
total value of jute and arjun flower procurred by the 'Tripura Apex Marketing 
Coop. Society Ltd.' stood at Rs. 9.69 lakhs and 174.23 lakhs respectively. 

AGARTALA COOP. URBAN BANK 

During the year the bank issued loan, to its members of Rs. 50.23 lakhs 
as S.T and Rs. 45.28 lakhs as M.T. The Urban Coop. Bank was provided 
with Rs. 4.00 lakhs as managerial subsidy and Rs. 5.00 lakhs as share capital 
assistance.

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Professional Tax: 


The schedule under the Tripura Profession/Trades/Calling & Employment 
Taxation Act was revised upward during the year.

The tax rate of salaried people was 
revised to a maximum of Rs. 500/- per person and for other professions to 
Rs. 500/- per person. 

Addl. Sales Tax Act: 

The act come into force w.e.f.1 .4.1990. The total tax collected under this 
was Rs. 28.79 lakhs.

Of 
this Rs. 14.94 crores, was received as long term loan 
from the government of India, for development of the 
state. 

There were 412 SAS agents with collection of Rs.

INSTITUTIONAL FINANCE 

Institutional Finance plays a vital role in setting up of 
bank branches in the state. In Tripura , 13 schedule 
commercial banks including RRB (TGB) are in operation 
with (90+90) = 180 branches. 3 cooperative banks viz. 
Agartala Cooperative Urban Bank, TCLDB and TSCB 
are functioning with 34 branches. As per branch licensing 
policy 1985-90, 41 different commercial bank branches 
have been set up in Tripura. TGB is only the RRB in 
Tripura with 90 branches and covering almost 60% area 
of banking operation.' The banks are now strengthening 
their financial positions through mobilisation and recov- 
ery camps. In Tripura, total number of bank branches as 
on December, 1992 stood as 210, out of which, 151 were 
in rural areas, 30 in semi-urban areas and rest 29 
branches were in urban areas.

TRIPURA ROAD TRANSPORT CORPORATION: 


The Corporation had 133 buses and 37 trucks as on 31 s* March, 1992. 
The Corporation had 3 depots, 11 bus stations, one 'Central Workshop', 2 
maintenance units and 9 sections. The Corporation received Rs. 28200 
lakhs, from the state government during the year. The fare structure was not 
revised during the year. The fare for ordinary services was 15 paise per 
passenger per k.m. The fare for express services was 18 paisa per passen- 
ger per k.m. and the fare for delux services 25 paise per passenger per km. 
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Effort was taken to introduce one inter state service between Agartala and 
Guwahati. The corporation had carried 24.05 lakhs passengers during the 
year. The corporation operated on 36 routs and 3766 sub routes. During 
the year under report, the corporation carried 24.05 lakh passengers and 
15397m.t. goods as against 33.98 lakhs passengers and 19856 m.t goods 
during previous year. 

Sub-divisional towns except Sonamura were connnected by TRTC bus 
services. The corporation continued to operate bus services between 
Agartala-Silchar and Agartala - Shilong. Express service between Agartala 
- Dharmanagar was operated. 

FINANCE: 

The capital contribution from Govt, was Rs. 282 lakhs. The capital expendi- 
ture was 601 .00 lakhs. The main item of capital expenditure are (1 ) land and 
building (2) vehicles (3) plant & machinaries (4) furniture and equipment.
